“Tourist and vacation ‘travel 
business is among the three lead- 
ing economic activities.in Mich- 
igan,” a joint statement said, “In

“Results’ of the survey will be 
a valuable aid to those responsi- 
ble for public recreational facil- 
ities, roads, tourist promotion and 
felated services. And private in- 
dustry will have-a.better basis for 
investment decisions.” 

Dr. Suggitt said the main ob- 
jective of the survey is to measure 
accurately the dollar value of 
tourist travel to Michigan, and 

impact on counties and com- 
munities as well as various busi- 
nesses, industries, trades and pro- 
fessions involved in tourist serv- 
icing. 

He said the study wilt include 
an analysis of direct and indirect 
tourist expenditures, capital in- 
vestments, employment and tax 
revenue from recreational travel 
spending in Michigan.
